Attention in the research field, 
he said, was dramatically focused 
during 1952 on two large-scale ex- 
periments conducted with March 
of Dimes support in Houston, Tex., 
and Sioux City, Iowa.

« Most cashiers are familiar with 
what to look for in the way of 
counterfeit money, but some of the 
newer employes are not, therefore 
this column should be of interest 
to the majority of gur membership. 


On a genuine bili the portrait 
stands out distinctly from the oval 
background, the eyes appear life- 
like, and the background is a fine! 
screen of regular lines. In contrast 
the portrait on a counterfeit! 
merges into the background, The 
bill is dull, smudgy, or unnaturally | 
white and scratchy, while the oval 
background is dark, with irregular | 
or broken lines. 

The counterfeit seal 
|has uneven broken points around 
the rim, while the genuine bill lad 
reveal that the points around the 
rim of the seal are even and sharp. 

Counterfeit serial numbers are 
poorly printed, badly spaced and | 
uneven in appearance in contrast 
jto the genuine bill where the serial 
jnumbers reveal the figures firmly | 
jand evenly printed and _ well 
|spaced. 

Counterfeit paper generally has 
jno silk threads, but these may be 
jimitated by small red and blue ink!

The word “harvest” and the eal- 
culation of how many deer should 
be killed in a year reminds us 
that hunters and fishermen in this 
vast “new” continent of ours have 
now come to the state of those in 
the old countries. The “wild” ani- 
mals are produced just as corn 
and cattle are, by careful and sci- 
entific husbandry,

the fact that over 11 per cent of 
the deer killed by hunters in Cali- 
fornia last year were shot right 
here around the Bay!
